The latest dispatches from Paris re- 
port the presence of French detach- 
ments at,Cuts,.on the Oise River, five 
miles east of Noyon. The further ad- 
vance of the’ French and’ English 
Army north of ‘the :Oise is also: re- 
ported. This indicates a development 
of the turning movement of the Allies 
‘which will seriously endanger Gen. 
von Kluck’s ddvanced position. He 
must stop this threatening..move or 
else fall back rapidly to a. position 
where his flank will be out of danger. 

The strength and good morale of the 
German: armies are shown'-in «their 
active defense. Not content with a 
mere passive resistance; they . are 
striking back at .every opportunity.

In this way the assailants gain a Iccal 
superiority in artillery which suffices 
to silence the artillery of the defense.

SETTLING COLORADO'S WAR. - 

It is.not the settlement. of a labor 
struggle in Colorado that primarily 
interests President Wriison, but the 
settlement of a civil. war. Had that 
sovereign State been able by an as- 
sertion of its powers to quell the in- 
surrection, the Federal Government 
would” now have nothing to say. 
Doubtless Mr. Wrison will impress 
upon the committee of mine Owners 
that will visit him next Wednesday 
to discuss his proposals for peace that 
the United States cannot and will not 
maintain a permanent force in the 
mine regions to preserve order: They 
must make an active co-operative: ef- 
fort with the labor leaders to remove 
tlie .causes of violence. 

The terms proposed will probadiy be 
much modified before their accept- 
ance by both sides. One- principle 
should be insisted upon, and that is 
that union leaders have no recognition 
as representing the closed shop. When 
President Roossve.T intervened to 
settle the great anthracite strike in 
Pennsylvania JoHN MITCHELL ap- 
AL gira expressly as representing, not 
‘i the United Mine Workers of America, 
of which he was President, but the 
miners’ themselves.. That, strike. was 
settled in accordance with the. prin- 
ciple that every man, whether a union 
member or not, had the right to con- 
tract for his labor with his employer. 
Unions are. good and should be en- 
couraged, so long as they; respect this 
cardinal principle. They provide the 
only feasible means of settling differ- 
ences between employers and. bodfes 
of mén by mutual] agreement. In this 
city the great clothing industries have 
shown that the union that does, not 
exclude workmen of the employer's 
choosing and that provides machinery 
for order, discipline, and the settle- 
ment of grievances by arbitration is 
both possible and profitable. The 
example they set to the mining indus- 
try of Colorado is direct and pertinent.

SOCIAL ROUTINE AND THE WAR. 


Life would. be’ unendurable if we 
were all compelled to go into mourn- 
ing when our neighbors suffer afflic- 
tions. Nobody is exempt from loss 
and sorrow and neither communities 
nor individuals may hope to éscape 
their own share of the penalties of 
living. The announcement that the 
social routine in this city will not be 
greatly modified because of the Euro- 
pean war might have. been antici- 
pated. Society in the Winter of 1914 
will have its accustomed round of 
dinners and dances, and the diamonds 
will flash as usual in the parterre of 
the big Opera House, even if some of 
the wonted brilliance is lacking from 
the stage because of the enforced ab- 
sence of foreign singers., People will 
not carry woeful. visages because 


thousands of good men are facing. 


certain death and vast properties are 
being ruthlessly destroyed in lands 
through which we have all traveled. 
But, nevertheless, New York Soctety 
will feel keenly. the effects of the 
great calamity which has befallen 
mankind. ‘The community of interest

ia too great to enable us to ignore the 
work of destruction which means ruin 
to so many of our neighbors.

\ A few weeks before the outbreak of 
the war the London correspondent of 
THE NEw York Timms commented 
upon the extravagances of the social 
season in the British capital, quoting 
the remark of an unprejudiced: ob- 
server that London Society seemed to 
have gone mad. It will be many @ 
long year before frivolity again dom- 
inates ina London season. It has 
seemed of late that New York Society 
was also getting frivolous, but we 
may be sure that’ it will give way to 
few extravagances this Winter. That 
it should endeavor to keep to its 
routine is right. But.the routine is 
likely to be followed with decent ré- 
spect for our” fellow-men who are 
facing calamity.

THE GERMAN CONSTITUTION. 


Dr. Dernburg’s Comparison of it 
with Ours Shown to he Invalid. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ~* 

At the risk of prolonging somewhat un- 
duly the debate on German constitutional law 
to which you have’ Hberally opened your 
columns, may ‘I reply to one or two points 
raised by Dr. Dernburg in his able letter 
published in this morning’s issue? In as- 
serting that the Kaiser controls but eighteen 
votes in the Bundesrat (including the vote for 
Waldeck) rather than twenty as I stated in 
my letter of the 15th, Dr. Dernburg has evi- 
dently overlooked the two votes ‘obtained 
from Briunswick:in 1884 when a‘ Prussian 
Prince was appointed Regent. Legally, the 
Kaiser has but seventeen yotes, practically 
he has twenty. Twenty votes in the same 
hand are strategically of far greater value 
than thé same number‘held by different 
States, and as J said in my previous letter, 
the Kaiser has never failed to obtain the 
additional ten voteg necessary for a ccn- 
trolling majority. ; 

This point is-worth making in-view of Dr. 
Dernburg’s attempted comparison of the Ger- 
man system of government with our systen 
in the United States. He says that tn the 
United States the Constitution cannot be 
changed ‘except by the ,consent .of three- 
fourths of the States, and that a similar pro- 
vision obtains in Germany. Such is not the 
case. Under Article 78 of the German Con- 
stitution fourteen votes in the Federal Ccun- 
cil are sufficient to defeat an amendment. 
Assuming for the sake of argument that ‘Dr. 
Dernburg’s contention is correct and that the 
Kaiser actually appoints and controls but 
geventeen representatives in the Fedcral 
Council, this number gives him three more 
votes than he actually needs to enable him 
te block absolutely any proposed amendment 
to the Constitution. In this respect ‘the 
Kaiser is in a legal position to stand adamunt 
against the wishes of his people and of the 
States which make up the Empire. Again# 
the Kalser Germany is powerless to alter 
the. machinery of her Government when 
changes in social ideals make such a step de- 
sirable. 

To attempt to G@raw an analesy between 
such a system and the system obtaining in 
the United States is useless. With us an 
amendment to the Constitution becomes law 
when three-fourths of the State have voted 
for it through Legislatures popularly elected, 
and neither President, nor Congress, nor any 
other agency can stand in its way. 

Equally inaccurate is the attempted analogy 
between German and American legislative 
systems. The Federal Council is not in any 
sense a democratic body. Its mémbers are 
appointed: by the Princes of the monarchical 
States and by the Senates of the three free 
cities, and the people have nothing ‘whatever 
to do, directly or-indirectly, either with their 
choice or with their votes on pending legis- 
lation. And yet- this council, holding its 
meetings behind closed doors, has the power 
to defeat the bills passed by the Reichstag, 
& far more representative assembly. Time 
and again the council has rejected the reform 
measures demanded by this latter body. Bills 
involving the extension of suffrage, the cur- 
tailment of the army, the removal of civil 
disabilities, have all in various forms and at 
various times been thus defeated. To attempt 
to compare this veto power of the Bundesrat 
with the veto power of the President of the 
United, States over the acts of Congress is 
manifestly_erroneous. Congress can pass its 
measures over-the veto of the President by a 
two-thirds ‘vote. The vote of the Bundesrat 
is absolute and final, and there is no appeal. 

In other words, the -Federal Council has 
been deliberately used as a check on liberal- 
ism. The Reichstag has been intentionally 
subordinated. The unimportant place which 
it occupies was well illustrated by its futile 
votes of censtre over the Zabern incident, 
when it was officially snubbed by’ the Kaiser 
and his Chancellor: Dr. Dernburg mentions 
its freedom in discussing and amending the 
budget. He overlooks the fact that the prin- 
cipal revenue laws in y are per- 
manent and cannot be amendéd without the 
consent of the Federal Council, while the 
military appropriations, ordinarily determined

About Ger- 
vr al we find fteqhent references to 

culture.” as though it was of 
@ superior quality to the culture of 
every other nationality; and.we seem 
to perceive also a sustaining belief that 
Germany.is not only the defender of 
civilization -but its foremost exponent: 
We have no right to question the good 
faith ‘of scholars of the high character 
of Eucken and Haeckel; and we-cannot 
doubt their being honéstly possessed of 
the conviction that Germany is the au- 
preme example of a. highly civilized 
state, and the undisputed leader in the 
arts and sciences which represent cul- 
ture. It ts plain that these German 
writers take this for “granted and that 
they would.-be indignantly surprised it 
it should be questioned. 

To an American who feels himself a 
sharer of the noble heritage of English 
literature, and who has sat for more 
than forty years at the feet of the mas- 
ters of French iliterature, this claim 
cannot but come as a startling surprise. 
* The most obvious characteristic of a 
highly civilized man is his willingness 
to keep his word, at whatever cost to 
himself. . For reasons satisfactory to jt- 
self Germany broke its pledge to respect 
the neutrality of Laixemburg and of 
Belgium. It is another characteristic of 
civilization to cherish-the works of art 
which have been bequeathed to us by 
the past. For reasons satisfactory to 
Germany - destroyed Louvain, 
more cr léss completely. It fs a final 
characteristic of civilized man: to de 
humane and to refrain from ill~treating 
the blameless. For reasons satisfactory 
to itself Germany dropped bombs in the 
unbesieged City of Antwerp and caused 
the death of innocent women and: chil- 
dren. Here are ‘three instances. where 
German culture has been tested and 
found wanting. 

But it may be urged that war has its 
own exigencies and that these three tn- 
stances of uncivilized conduct partook 
of the nature of military necessities. 
Turning from the outrages of war .to 
the triumphs of peace, let us make a 
disinterested attempt to find out just 
what foundation there may be for the 
implicit assertion that Germany is the 
standard bearer of. civilization. . 

Perhaps it is too petty to point out 
that manners are the outward and visible 
sign of civilization, and that in this re- 
spect the Germans have not yet attained 
to the standard set by the French and 
the English. But it is not irisignificant 
to record that the Germans alone retain 
a barbaric mediaeval alphabet, while the 
rest of Western Europe has adopted‘the 
more legiblé and more graceful Roman 
letter; and it is not unimportant to 
note that German prose style is cum- 
brous and uncouth. Taken collectively, 
these things seem to show German cul- 
ture is a little lacking in the social in- 
stinct, the desire to make things easy 
and pleasant for others. It is this social 
instinct which is the dominating influ- 
ence in French civilization and which 
has given to French civilization its_in- 
comparable urbanity and amenity. It 
is to the absence of this social instinct, 
to the inability to understand the atti- 
tude of other|parties to.a @iscussion, to 
the unwillingness to appreciate their 
point of view, that we may ascribe the 
failure of German diplomacy, a fallurc 
which has left her almost without a 
friend in her hour of need. . And success 
in diplomacy is one of the supreme 
tests of civilization. 

The claim asserted explicitly or im- 
plicity in behialf of German cultu-e 
seems to be based on the belief that the 
Germans are leaders in the arts and in 
the sciences. So far as the art of war 
is. concerned there is no need today to 
dispute the German claim. It-is to the 
preparation for war that Prussia re 
devoted its utmost energy’ for half. 
ecentury—in fact, ever since ehashrane 
began to make ready for the seizing of 
unwilling Schleswig-Holstein. And so 
far as the art of music is concerned, 
there is also no need to cavil. 

But what about the other and more 
purely intellectual arts? How many are 
the contemporary painters and sculptors 
end architects of Germany who have 
succeeded in winning the cosmopolitan 
reputation which has been the reward 
of a score of the artists of France and 
of half a dozen of the-artists of Amer- 
ica? 

When we consider the art of letters 
we find a similar condition: Germany 
has had philosophers and historians of 
high rank; but in pure literature, in 
what used to be called “belles lettres,’’ 


from the death of Goethe in 
advent of the younger 
dramatists, Sudermann and Hauptmann 


‘the nineteenth century—that is to say, 


one German author succeeded in win- 
ning a world-wide celebrity—and Heine 
was a Hebrew, who died in Paris, out 
of favor with bis countrymen, perhaps 
because he had been unceasing in -call- 
ing attention to.the deficiencies of Ger- 
man culture. “There were in Germany 
many writers who appealed strongly to 
their fellow-countrymen, but except only 
the solitary Heine no German writer 
attained to the international fame 
achieved by Cooper and by Poe, by 


| Walt Whitman‘ and by Mark Twain. 


And it was during these threescore 
years of literary aridity in Germany 
that ‘there was a superb literary fecund- 
ity in Great Britain and in France, and 


least a score of authors whose names 
are known throughout the world. Even 
sparsely settled Scandinavia brought 
forth a triumvirate, Bjirnsen, Ibsen, 
and Brandes, without compeers in Ger- 
many. And from Russia the fame of 
Turgenef and of Talstdy spread abroad 
a knowledge of the heart and mind of 
@- great people who are denounced -by 
Germans as’ barbarous. 

I€ is probably in the field of science, 
pure and applied, that the defenders of 
the supremacy of German culture would 
take their last stand. That the German 
contribution-to science has been impor- 
tant is indisputable; yet it is equally 
indisputable that the two dominating 
scientific leaders of the second half of 
the nineteenth century are Darwin and 
Pasteur. It is in chemistry that the 
Germans have been pioneers; yet. the 
greatest of modern: chemists is Mende- 
leef. It was Hertz who made the dis- 
covery which. is the foundation of Mar- 
coni's invention; but although not a few 
valuable discoveries are to be credited 
to the Germans, perhaps almost as many 
as. to either the French or the British, 
the German contribution “in the field of 
invention, in the practical application 
of scientific discovery, has been less 
than that of France, less than that of 
Great Britain, and less than that of 
the United States. The Germans con- 
tributed little or nothing to the develop- 
ment of the railroad, the steamboat, the 
automobile, the aeroplane, the tele- 
graph, the telephone, the phonograph, 
the photograph, the moving picture, the 
electric light,: the sewing machine, and 
the reaper and_ binder. Even those 
dread instruments of war, the revolver 
and the machine gun, the turreted ship, 
the torpedo, and the submarine, are not 
due to the military ardor of the Ger- 
mans. It would seem*as though the 
Germans had been lacking in the invent- 
iveness which is so ‘tmarked a feature 
of our modern civilization. 

In this inquiry there has been no de- 
sire to deny the value of the German 
contributions. to the arts and to the 
sciences. These contributions are known 


redound to the honor of German culture; 
and for them, whatever may be their 
number, the other nations of the world 
are eternally indebted to Germany. But 
these German contributions are neither 
important enough nor numerous enough 
to justify the assumption that German 
culture is superior or that Germany is 
entitled to think herself the supreme 
leader of. the arts and of the sciences. 
No one nation can ciaim this lofty, post- 
tion,: although ‘few would be so bold as

lish in pure .science. 

Nations are never accepted ~~ other 
nations at their own valuation; and the 
Germans need not be surprised that we 


ing their natural self-appreciation, with 
the apparent expectation that it will 
pass unchallenged, The world owes a 
debt to modern Germany. beyond all 
question, but this is far less than the 
debt owed to England and to France. It 
would be interesting ‘if some. German, 
speaking with authority, should now be 
moved to explain to us Americans the 
reasons which underlie the insistent as- 
sertion of the superiority of German 
civilization. .Within the past few weeks 
we have. been forced to gaze at certain 
of the less pleasant aspects of the: Ger- 
man character; and we have been made 
to see that the militarism of the Ger- 
mans is in absolute contradiction to the 
preaching and to the practice of the 
great Goethe to whom they proudly 
point as the ultimate representative of 
German culture,

ARTICLE I 

The High Contracting Parties ares that 
all disputes between them, of every nature 
whatsoever, to the settlement of which previous 
arbitration treaties or agreements do not apply 
in their terms or are not applied in fact, shall, 
when diplomatic methods of adjustment have 
failed, be referred for investigation and report 
to a permanent International Commission, to 
be constituted in the manner préscribed in the 


next succeeding article; and they agree not to - 


declare war or begin hostilities during such in- 
vestigation and before the report is submitted. 


ARTICLE II 

The International Commission shall be 
eomposed of five members, to be appointed as 
follows: One member shall be chosen from 
each country, by the Government thereof; one 
member shall be chosen by each Government 
from some third country; the fifth member shall 
be chosen by common agreement between the 
two Governments, it being understood that he 
shall not be a citizen of either country. The 
expenses of the Commission shall be paid by 
the two Governments in equal proportion. 

. The International Commission shall be 
appointed within six months after the exchange 
of the ratifications of this treaty; and vacancies 
shall be filled according to the manner of the 


- original intment 


_ ARTICLE ITI 
In case the High Contracting Parties shall 
have failed to adjust a dispute by diplomatic 
methods, they shall at once refer it to the In- 
ternational Commission for investigation and 
report. The International Commission may, 


however, spontaneously offer its services to that 


effect, and in such case it shall notify both 


Governments and request their co-operation in 
the investigation. 

The High Contracting Parties agree to fur- 
nish the Permanent International Commission 
with all the means and. facilities required for its 


; [investigation and report. 


The report of the International Commission 
shall be completed within one year after the 


’ date on which it shall declare its investigation: 


to have begun, unless the High Contracting 
Rarties shall limit\or extend the time by mu- 


_ tual agreement. The report shall be prepared 


in triplicate; one copy shall be presented to each 
Government, and the third retained by ‘the 
Commission for its files. 

The High Contracting Parties reserve the 
right to act independently on the subject-mat- 
ter of the dispute after the report of the Com- 
mission shall have been submitted. 


ARTICLE IV 

The present treaty shall be ratified by the 
President of the United States of America, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
thereof; and by her Majesty the Queen of The 
Netherlands; and the ratifications shall be ex- 
changed as soon as possible. It shall take effect 
immediately after the exchange of ratifications, 
and shall continue in force for a period of five 
years; and it shall thereafter remain in force 
until twelve months after one of the High 
Contracting Parties have given notice to the 
other of an intention to terminate it. 

In witness whereof, the respective plenipo- 
tentiaries have signed the present treaty and 
have affixed thereunto their seals. 

Done in Washington on the eighteenth day 
of December, in the year of our Lord nineteen 
hundred and thirteen.

For a Gilbert and Sullivan maniac 
@lways has thousands of words at his. 
command about his idols, and nothing 
gives him greatér pleasure ‘than to 
quote Gilbert, hurh Sullivan, and ‘4a- 
ment the lack of successors to the two 
until dawn tints the skies. There 
have beén plenty of authors: greater 
than ‘William Schwenck Gilbert, plenty 
of composers infinitely superior to Ar- 
thur Beyimour Sullivan; but nobody 
ever had a more devoted, grateful, 
-yoluble, and mutually edifying army of 
admirers than those two wizards. 

This faithful army is ever on the 
lookout for new Gilbertiana and Sul- 
livaniana. ‘They eagerly ferret out 
new anecdotes about how “ Pinafore” 
happened to be written, how’ “ The 
Mikado” was received on the first 
night, what witty. retort Gilbert or Sul- 
livan made to So-and-So behind the 
scenes. of that sacred shrine of comic 
opera, the Savoy. 

And now. the army has.a new ficld 
from which to dig treasure. A book 
hes just appeared, written by two 
Gilbert and Sullivan authorities of 
the first water—Francois Celler, for 
long conductor of the orchestra at 
the Savoy Theatre in, London, and 
Cunningham Bridgeman, associated 
‘for years with-the management of that 
theatre and the “road” companies 
giving the operettas of the immortal 
pair. “Gilbert and Sullivan and Their 
Operas ’”.is the title of the book—it is 
published in this country by Little, 
Brown & Co.—and it is full from cover 
to cover with the kind of things that 
make a member of the inner brother- 
hood of Gilbert and Sullivan wor- 
shippers retire.to an easy chair emit- 
ting strange and gleeful-noises aud re- 
main deaf, dumb, and blind to the rest 
of the universe until he has turned the 
last page. Mr. Cellier began the book 
and proposed to finish it.

Recently the question was asked, ab- 
straqtly about as follows: Supposing a 
bey -has parents of exceptional refine- 
ment, education, making a° home for 
sons of unusual culture; and the parents 
are intelligently striving. to influence the 
beys by suggestion, information and sys- 
tematic planning, to. give the boys all 
that.a' home can and should give. Would 
it be advisable for those parents to send 
their boys away to a boarding school? 
The answer is undoubtedly yes, by all. 
means—give the boys the advantages of 
@ good boarding school. Even though 
the boys were day scholars in the same 
good boarding school they would lose a 

. percentage of the value of 
the schoolin notiving in the institution 
with the teachers, with the boys, and 
getting.modification of peculiarities, in- 
struction and inspiration, incident to 
community. versus individual life. The 
finest family, especially a small family, 
cannot possibly give that which is nét 
only possible but unescapable in . the 

organization. Inthe one case 
it is the: work of amateurs; in the other 
the ‘work. of> professionals. A whole 
article could be written on this: feature 
of the subject. 
Argements for Military Training. 

Passing to the consideration of why 
the military school in preference to the 
non-military school, the answer is that 
the military system gives training that 
ig most néeded for a boy who aims to 
be successful... The foundation of all 
succéss is discipline in the -braadest 
sense. We-do not want-to allow a con- 
fusion of thought and imagine that the 
word discipline means punishment. In 
the. fullest sense, discipline means 
mental or moral training. At the same 
time the word is linked closely in every 
miné as a military standard because of 
the fact that military standards exact 
rigid. discipline’ as the foundation on 
which all else is built. 

The first thing demarided of a boy in 
@ military school is-physical self-control, 
@bedience to superior authority, and 

courtesy to those about him. The mili- 
tary school lays great stress on these 
three things, anid: to.a boy who has had” 
his own way and has been indulged by 
parents, frequently without realization on 
the part of boy or parent, the first ex- 
perience is like the plurige in cold water 
of a Spring dive. But after the plunge 
is over comes .the invigoration, the 
pleasure of vitality and virility under 
control. Some have objected to military 
achools. as killing Initiative. . Initiative 
without control Goes riot bring results. 
Military training teaches first the con- 
trol of: self, and: then’ gives experience 
ih controlof' others..~ The first’ is ‘the 


Recéssary foundation or stepping .stone: a 


to the second: - Initiative without re- 
sponsibility. te failure.. Responsibility 
being developed, backed by: vigor, will 
bring. success. 

Some people have the idea that & milf- 
tary @chool'is a place for bad or incor- 
rigible boys. This idea ‘has probably 
grown from the fact that in military. 
methods or system is found the ‘best 
way. to handle difficult individual cases 
of boys unused to control. The. most 
extreme and rigid military system at- 
tracts. those needing such methods to 
correct extreme conditions in them- 
selves. Hence, according to thé-old rule, 
extremes meet, The extreme military 
method is likely to cure extreme condi- 
tions of spirit and: conduct from at least 
an exterior point of view. Without mod- | 
ification of a. kindly spirit more per- | 
sonal than therely official, the military 
standard: is: ‘Iikely to develop a surface 
type of. perfection: that ia not a founda-

A Course of Good Habits. 
There .are many great “non-military 
schools, some of which have seriously 
considered the adoption of a military

department, but they have not realized, 


nor could they without the trial, that 
a@ very good school without the military 

rganization. and training would be a 

uch*-better school with it. I have 
known many teachers. who, having no 
experience: with’ military methods, con- 
demn them. ‘I have. known but one 
teacher to become acquainted with 
them" who did not change his objec- 
tions to approval. Many of the advan- 
tages of a non-military school can he 
retained in a military school’ and so 
many advantages are addod. 

One of the criticisms of a military 
school is that a boy has to work harder 
and do more than in\a non-military 
school. In a way it is so, but in a 
short time he does not think of it in 
that way. He-is busy and doing things 
that are counting for development and 
habits that are foundation for efficiency 
and success. ‘Do it now,” “Do it 
right,’ as a demand, is the first step 
to executive control that finally trains 
others’ to do the same. If the ability 
to do well is limited to the individual, 
big sucess is doomed. The ability to 
direct and require others to perform is 


- the foundation of accomplishment of Wig 


things. 

The principles of military organization 
and. training develop executive ability 
and practice. A boy gets in a military 
school. some features not to be found in 
@ non-military school. Any good school 
must demand obedience, promptness, 
neatneéss, correct carriage, brevity, and 
thoroughness in its training of boys in 
class. work and conduct, but a military 
standard is higher for each one of the 
items named, and the greater ‘demand 


| as surely brings greater results that,are 


desirable in the struggle for efficiency, 
which is the keynote of the present day 
demand in every line of endeavor. 

A newsboy ofthe streets gets training 
in sharpness and hystle, and will proba- 
bly succeed better than many a boy 
whose family look after him most care- 
fully and who have warned him 
prudishly against the con ination of 
bad little/boys or fighting. A manly boy
